“Y shall never forget the American,

I don’t 
know what became of him. I think he 
was killed, as he disappeared suddenly.” 


NO REPORT IN VIENNA. 

VIENNA, Nov. 13.—No report has yet 
been reteived from the submarine which 
sank the Italian liner Ancona, and it may 
‘be several days before one is available.

Allies Have Done Their Worst? 

In the last ten days I have talked with 
jeading statesmen, military men, and pub- 
licists in Berlin, Vienna, and Budapest, 
the political triangle and heart of the cen- 
tral powers. The composite picture of 
their views of the situation as seen by 
them from within the beleaguered and 
semi-isolated central powers, in theirown 
language, is something as follow4: 

‘The war ig pfactically decided, The 
allies can hardly expect to equal, much 
less surpass, the efforts already made. 
Only a defipite hope of being able to 
changé materially the military situation 
can justify the governments of the allies 
in the eyes of their peoples im continuing 
the war. .

Once Trained, Driven by War Into Oil. Trade. 


New York, Nov. 13. — After . 
plowing the seas for thirty-three years 
between London and Australia by way 
of the Cape of Good Hope and home- 
ward round Cape Horn, the four 
masted iron bark Port Jackson has 
been driven by the war to come to New 
York to load case oil for Adelaide, 
South Australia. It is under the com- 
mand of Capt. Charlies Maitland, a 
grandnephew of the commander of the © 
British frigate Bellerophon, which 
conveyed Napoleon to St. Helena after 
the battle of Waterloo. 

Capt. Maitland has spent all his life 
in clipper ships, and is making his 
last voyage to sea. 

The Port Jackson is a fine type of 
the old iron sailing vessel of the early 
"80s, with plenty of deck space, lofty 
spars and painted ports on its sides, a 


relic from the old frigate built ships, 
which were painted that way to de- 
ceive pirates into the belief they car- 
ried guns. 

Five years ago the Port Jackson had 
a large house built on the deck amid-_ 
ships to accommodate thirty-five 
cadets to be trained as officers under 
the Lord Brassey scheme for the 
upkeep of the mercantile marine. 
Capt. Maitland said that the war took 
all the caders he had on the ship, but 
there are six youngsters who will ar- 
rive from Liverpool to join it. 

The bo’sun and the steward are each 
over 70 years old and have sailed with 
the captain for many years. There 
are four mates and twenty-two able 
seamen on the Port Jackson, and six 
boys from the training ship Warspite, 
which is anchored in the Thames at 
London. 

The captain said that with all can- 


vas set and « good breeze on the quar- 
ter the ship can make about thirteen 
knots, and he expects to make the run 
by way of the Cape of Good Hope to 
Adelaide in ninety to one hundred 
days. 

The captain said that when he first 
went to sea there was nothing to eat 
' but salt beef and salt pork and hard 
biscuits. Now saliors get fresh bread, 
vegetables, milk, pickles, butter, and 
even jam. . 

On the Port Jackson's rare houses 
there are four big coops which will be 
filled with poultry, and twenty pigs 
as well as sheep will be carried in the 
pens when the ship sails for Ade- 
laide about Nov. 16.. It usually car- 
ries two or three passengers in the 
cabin who go for their health, and 
Capt. Maitland hopes to have one or 
two this time to play whist or chess 
with and to keep him company.

The adjeciives—the crashing German ad- 
jectives—they use in describing it prove 
that they had the fullest consciousness 
of what they were upagainst. ‘ Jammer- 
voll ’ (heart rending) is one of the words 
they use in describing the effect of the 
drumming fire of artillery which ripped 
open many a first line trench.  “ Unhe!im- 
lich” (gruesome) is another edjective, 
and it is reinforced, for in speaking of the 
rain of metal they say “ganz unhelm- 
lich.” More eloquent than words, as re- 
vealing the extent and violence of the at- 
tack, is a glance at the German maps 
which show the alignment and massing of 
English troops and batteries in the region 
of La Bassée. On many a map the om- 
jnous red arrows are so thick the names 
of scores of villages can be. read only with 
the aid of a giase. 

Nor do the Germans underestimate the 
quality of the French troops who were 
launched against them. Time and again 
I have heard the words “ Sie sind ganz 
brav,” and a German officer, wno was 
speaking at length on this. subject, sald 
to a group of neutrals: 

“The bravery of the French troops 
eannot be denied, but, gentlemen, the fact

General after general has told me that 
here and there his first lines were pierced, 
but not one of them has said that his sec- 
ond lines were more than dented, and that 
in very few places. 

And from English prisoners the Ger- 
mans say they have often heard these 
statements, and I have myself occasion- 
ally heard them: 

(1) “Our officers are brave men, but 


they lack experience They will dare eny- 
thing, but they do not know how to lead.”’ 

(2) ** The new Kitchener army has been 
long enough trained as to the men, but 
mistakes were made by our officers. After 
the first attack they did not seem to know 
what to do next. After they had led us 
past the first line of German trenches 
they did not know which way to turn.” 

And these statements are from Ger- 
mans: 

(1) “ The new Kitchener army is not 
comparable to the first.” 

(2) “French attacks just south of 
Arras succeeded not even to the distance 
of the first trenches. The aftack was on 
a broad front, but only to the south of 
Givenchy, which lies porth of Arras, was 
it successful; and that was on the point 
of a wedge.

The. French theater was entirely a property of the few, Polite society 
wanted to be mirrored in it. Louie X1V., who early in life had made it « 
rule never to use an undignified word, became the model of the princes on 
the stage. Love—not the brutal passion, bat the art of conquering with grace, 
yielding with a smile, suffering with dignity, dying with an epigram—was the 
subject of Racine’s alexandrines, chivalry that of Corneille’s stilted grandilo- 
quence. Here the audience was absolutely homogeneous in race, religion, and 
worldly ideals; it was an exclusive set of refined people. 

We see that in all these periods the audiences were small, of an arise 
tocratic character, and a unit by blood and creed, history and tradition. The 
ideal of the Greek theater was religious; that of the English theater patriotic; 
that of the French social (speaking roughly, of course). 

All these andiences got what they wanted. In fact, the audience is 
the creator.

HE American theater belongs to everybody, or, as Luther used to say, 

to Mr. Omnes. The dramatic author writes for Mr, Omnes;' he wants 

him to come, to pay, to applaud, and to come again. If you are eager 

to please a man you must know him. So the author studies Mr. Omnea, 
and he asks himself: What sort of a fellow is he? While Sophocles was 
speaking to Greeks, Shakspeare to Englishmen, Oorneille to Frenchmen, the 
American author speaks to all the races, nations, religions, confessions, single 
or in mixtures not to be calculated, The mental antecedents of his hearers 
are absolutely different, and so are the economical conditions, Mr. Morgan 
may be in the theater and he may not sit very far from a clerk who makes 
$12 a week. It is very difficult to speak religion to a crowd which shows 
60 many deviations of faith, to stir up the patriotism of people who have no 
history in common, and te give brilliant society pictures whete there is no 
society. ‘ 

But in spite of these difficulties the author wants to win, and so he 
makes up an abstraction of this Mr. Omnes whom-he stoops to conquer. 
There is one feature in common to all these people—the rush. Men and 
women rush working, and the “ladies” rush what men think futilities. They 


brain is crowded with absociations of which neither Pericles nor Louis XIV. 
nor Elizabeth had an idea, Almost twenty minutes go by before even a 
clever author succeeds in cleaning those brains. Oan these people concen- 
trate—can they appreciate subtleties of thought, shades of expression, lyrical 
beauties? Only a very small minority is mentally, prepared for such a tas; 
and after a day of hard work, immediately after a breathless bathing, dressing, 
dining, an exertion of this kind would be the third degree. So give Mr. Omnes 
something which is not above his level, something which appeals to the 
so-called lower instincts of his nature, something which amuses him aud 
keeps him from snoring. Pretty girls, snappy dialogue, noise, glare, and Variety ; 
no psychology, no criticism of life, no depth of tnought, no upheaval of passion, 
and, for heaven's sake, no truth! '

R. OMNES has a complex soul. He likes to smirk at smutty jokes, 
M but don’t you dare to doubt that the family is a boon from heaven 

and the noblest institution. He sneers at feminine virtue, but if you 

touch the everlasting problem of marriage or-revile “love” he becomes 
an iceberg. He does not believe in heroism, but show the American flag, and 
lo! he will flare up all Oobanized. He knows that the world belongs to the 
“ fittest,” but he does not allow “bad” men ahd women to come out victorious 
from the dramatic struggle. He is very firm about that. There are certain 
conventions which must be kept up carefully. Only respect the shell and 
you may destroy the kernel. 

Of course there are idealists who say that the author must educate the 
audience, The trouble is that nobody will be there to be educated. The 
masses are endowed with an infallible instinct for the sugar coated reform 
pill and refuse obstinately to be uplifted. Moreover the author, the manager, 
the actor, and all the other human appurtenances of the stage have to make 
their living. So they mtist cater to the wishes of the customer. If you want 
powerful authors, consclentious managers, artistic actors, and plays of pute 
beauty and high meaning then do not reform authors, managers, and actors 
but reform Mr. Omnes, 

This is an ethical and an ecomonical problem, Any such undertaking 
would go down to the roots of our coriception of life. As long as we all 
believe in money and “ success,” as long as wives consider jt their right—nay, 
their duty—to make their husbands slave like navvies, as long as the “ smart 
business man,"’ devoid of any msthetic instinct, is looked upon as the highest 
result of American aspirations there will be the rush and people will come 
tv the theater in a condition which would better fit them for a Turkish bath 
than for a drama. As long as our conception of life is entirely materialistic 
people will not be {ntefested in problems of the “ soul,” which are the real 
subject matter of drama, Develop a commaunion of feeling, strive for religious, 
patriotic, or social ideals and the echo from the stage will respond to your call. 

The ofly means to become a great author is to have a great soul. The 
only means to develop a great national art is to be a great nation. Mr. Omnes 
must take care of that. As it is, we may not have the theater we need buat

His officers tecoghize the value of this temperament in the dreary, unend- 
ing struggle of this war and do what they can to sustain it, They provide him 
with good “shows” to divert him in his off hours; they encourage his knack 
of making trinkets aad adorning his dugout and shelter. Above all, they laugh 
and joke with him on a basis of perfect equality, I never felt the power of 
democrary as an idea governing life so much as in the French army. A little 
experience of it converts one to the desirability of compulsoty national service, 
if merely for the sake of keeping a nation healthily democratic in its instincts 
and sympathies. It is a great education, this mixing of men from all condi- 
tions of life in a regimental unit, where the officer may be of humbler social 
experience than many of his men.

AST June the experiment of sending the soldiers home for a few days’ 
leave was first tried. Doubts were freely expressed as to its wisdom. 

It was felt that the soldier, once back among his family and friends, 
would be loath to return to his trench world. The horror of what be 

had had to endure might get hold of him and destroy his spirit. I remem- 
ber reading an address by some prominent woman to the wives and mothers 
of France urging them not to weaken the wills of their “ heroes” on vacations. 
It was not needed. The men went back cheerfully, with renewed will to fight 
to the end. It is not because the French soldier is braver than other soldiers, 
liut because he is surely on the average much more intelligent. Understand- 
ing perfectly the necessity that has driven him into the trenches for over a 
year, he does not yield to his discouragements and disgusts. “The work must 
be finished,” he says again and again. Once I met a stout soldier trudging down 
the boulevard in Paris with bis pack on his back. He was on his way to the 
station, going to the front.. It was the third time. The last time a ball had 
knocked away part of his jaw, and he had been recovering in the pleasant 
fields of Brittany. He was serious, but not downcast. “It will be a long 
war,” he said, “at least another winter in the trenches.” :

HE soldiers’ health is well cared for, and the result is shown in the 

small number of sick ohe finds in the hospitals at the front. The men 

are well fed and are carefully rested. One rest camp which I visited 

in a forest a few miles behind the lines is occupied in rotation for a) 
week by the regiments in that sector. It had some of the aspects of a 
Canadian lumber camp, with low wooden ‘buildings covered with tar paper. 
The instinctive taste of the French was shown in the neat terraces, rustic 
fences, and passages about the officers’ quarters, also in the artistic splashing 
of green paint with which the raw white boards were made to harmonize with 
the forest green. A brook was carefully utilized for drinking water for man 
and beast and lower down for bathing the men and for washing clothes. There 
were explicit signs everywhere as to what use the water could be put. The 
roads were neatly brushed with green branches. It was a country home for 
3,000 men and perfectly clean. The same cleanliness exists to my surprise in 
the trenches themselves, difficult as it often is to keep them thoroughly “ propre.” 
In all the miles of trenches that I visited from the Argonne to Pont A Musson 
I saw but one trench that smelled badly or had filth in it, and that was a new 
trench still under coastruction. 

All this proves that the French, having accepted the conditions of the new 
warfare, which temperamentally are not congenial to them, are doing their best 
to “ organize” the new life endurably. They are making themselres into camp- 
ers, woodsmen, burrowers into the earth. And incidentally the French nation 
is acquiring a familiarity and taste for life in the open which will be valuable. 
The men not immediately in the front lines—and necessarily they are the large 
majority—have the hard, ruddy appearance of out of doors workers. They are 
fat and tanned and sturdy. . They bave plenty of physical exercise in building 
trenches, dugouts, and roads, abundant good food and no chance for dissipa 
tion. That combination means health and strength.

A convenient instance is Japan. In that an- 
client and surprising realm there is an idea fixed, 
immutable, and, to the Japanese, highly exalting, 
that the sovereign is of divine descent. Buc - 
cesses in war are attributed not to superior tactics 
but to the beatifie virtues which are held to be 
his. To the Japanese the mikado is not merely a 
representative of the divine: he himself is divine, 
the incarnation of their primordial god. When, 
some time since, some of them were sunk in an 
ironclad, they did not bother about themselves, 
they were occupied solely in acclaiming him. 
That is something more than oriental fatalism. 
It shows a fealty at which Buropean monarchs 
marvel, and well they may. They are unable to 
infect their own subjects with anything of the 
kind. 

‘he whole subject fs @ curious one, Buropean 
monarchs do not now claim divine descent, but 
some of them, the csar and the kaiser, for in- 
stance, claim a right to sovereignty by grace 
divine. In the absence of such claim the legiti- 
macy of hereditary monarchy becomés rather con- 
testible. It becomes comparable to a form of 
gout. Yet men must have leaders. They must 
have them, not because they require to be harried 
or driven, but because harmony is preferable to 
discord. Anarchists and metaphysicians may con- 
tinuously abolish kings; men will be always 


choosing new ones.

THE ENGLISH BOY SCOUT, INJURE 
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BLIND BOY READING PRINT WITH THE PHONOPTICON 


Seeing With the Ears. 

EEING by the sense of hearing! This 
latest miracle of science is accom- 
plished through means of the phonop- 
ticon, a new device for enabling blind 

nersons to read the printed page of a book. 
it was invented by Prof. F. C. Brown of 
he department of physics at the University 
of Iowa. : | 

The actompanying photograph shows a 
olind boy reading with the new instrument. 
Telephone receivers are fastened to his ears, 
and as he moves a box, which is called the 
“eye,” over the lite of print, he hears a 
succession of musical tones. Each letter gives 
out a “melody” of its own. The letter W 


sounds something like mi do mi do mi, as @ 
singer would put it. Letters with wpright 
stems result in tones being heard togetlier— 
for example, when do and mi are heard to- 
gether for a short instant the reader recog- 
nizes the letter I. How the word “ wit” 
comes to the ears of the blind is shown in the 
drawing of the bar of music. 

Eighteen pupils out of twenty in the blind 
school at Berkeley, Cal., distinguished letters 
with the instrument when it was given a trial 
there last summer. The changing of light 
impressions into sound waves is done by 
means of little selenium crystals which are 
made to change electric currents 60 that they 
may be converted Into musical tones.

OVELTY in cookery mostly con- 
gists in giving an old thing a new 
name. Absolutely new foods are 
scarce, although our menus re- 
ceive additions every year because 

some hitherto unused plant is discovered 
to have food value and has attractive 
qualities. 

We do not expect novelty in a Thanks- 
giving menu. Tradition has decided that 
the piéce de résistance shall be turkey, 
and everybody gets a bird if possible, 
but reports say that they are to be high 
this year, and perhaps the reason for 
this is the increasing popularity of the 
squad turkey. Shall we organizea con- 
servation movement in behalf of the 
turkey, or shmil we all eat equeb and 
lower the price by increasing produc- 
tion? 

The young turkey of six pounds or 
thereabouts is now called squab turkey, 
as the young duck is called squab duck, 
and even the spring or broiling chicken 
ja called a squab chicken. The price of 
this delicate meat, broiled, on hotel 
menus, is $4 a turkey, or a little more 
than half of that for a half. At the 
few markets where it has been procur- 
able it has cost anywhere from #2 to 38 
cents a pound. 

The equab turkey is ‘seasonable only 
through September and October, for as 
soon as cool weather comes on the turkey 
fattens rapidly. However, itis said that 
at high class hotels a squab turkey may 
be ordered at any time in the year, but 
it will come out of cold storage, and the 
money for’ it should come out of the 
pocket of a miHionaire. 

The use of the young turkey is not a 
new thing, for in 1887 a writing cook of 
Chicago quotes ae follows from an east- 
ern paper: “ Young turkey, split and 
broiled, is more delicious than epring 
chicken.”* This is a fact, and at that 
time people of the famous old Revere 
houee in Boston had a chance to know It. 
But unless most carefully broiled the 
breast is the only eatable part and the 
rest is wasted. It is an uneconomical 
meat. 

A dealer who knows the trade in euch 
Gelicacies better than any one eise I 
know, and who has been handling squab 
turkeys for several years now, says the 
novelty this year has been the squab 
duck, ‘They are rare in the market, but 
one woman who wanted a novelty for 


Dressing for Turkey. 

If you want to use a dressing to keepa 
turkey from s¢hirinking, or to season it, do 
so, but do not eat it, unless it happens 
to be something as simple as well mashed 
potate. A few stalks of celery and an 
onion laid inside will season it agreeably ; 
potato will keep it from ebrinking un- 
duly. Stale bread must always be used 
for a bread dressing, and toasted bread 
is better; or one can use corn bread, as 
in the following recipe which was given 
me by a southern cook: 

Cleanse and wipe dry the inside of the 
turkey and rub with a little salt and 
pepper. Bake a loaf of fresh yellow corn 
bread with lots of crumbs. Crumb ‘t up 
and have ready an equal quantity of 
white bread crumbs, one quart of each 
for a large turkey. Season with pepper 
and salt and sage and a littie dash of 
onion. Melt in a ekillet one tablespoonful 
of drippings and one tablespoonful of but- 
ter. Pour the crumbs into this and stir 
them until they ere hot and steaming. 
When they are thoroughly hot fill them 
into the turkey. If any Nquid ise added,

A feature of the original love seats is that 
the backs are usually similar to two con- 
nected chair backs. They are sometimes 
called Darby and Joan settees. Because 
perhaps of its sentimental title the ilove 
seat is usually placed discreetly in some 
semi-screened off part “ the room or in 
the hall, 

‘Many of the recently: designed smal} 
houses have a spacioug living room-din-. 
ing room which one enters directly from 
the front door. While this arrangement 
is charming when those who enter are 
tried and true friends, «with the advent 
of some one not 80 friendly the arrange- 
ment is no longer agreeable.

A 
prastical idea for a bench of this sort is to 
Lave e full length drawer as a convenient 
receptacie for wraps, laprobes, etc., under 
the seat.

HE Dixie highway, a wey to mutua! 
understanding and intimacy, whicb 
those who live north and south of 
Mason and Dixon's line have sought

‘Tenn., less than e year ago for the pur- 
pose of encouraging a north and south 
road, From its head on the straits of 
Magkinew the newest of our greet ar Bie 
teries for motorists pierces the heart of Hila 
north end south to find its terminus in orn 
the foot of the peninsula of Florida.

And his is the 
prevailing sentiment which mne encoun-

About 60 per cent of the Dixie highway 
was found to be in perfect condition by 
the commissioners, 25 per cent is now in 
the hands of improvement gangs, and 
the rema{ning 15 per cent will be repaired 
before next winter. The bad stretches 
which now make touring over the route 
adventurous are found between Iroquois 
county, IL, in the pass over the Cumber- 
land mountains between Winchester and ' 
Rankin’s Ferry, across the northern part 
of Florida from Tallahassee to Jackson- 
ville and on the Atlantic seaboard from 
Cocoa to Palm Beach. Of course, if one 
prefers marbleg to football he shouldn't 
coftemplate taking the trip until these 
links are repaired.

Gasoline prices soar as one travels 
south. This is due, I am told, to the ex- 
pense attendant to shipping. Oi) re- 
mains about the same and garage fees 
practically afte standardized at 50 cents 
per night for storage and $1.50 for wash 
and polish. Prices for vuleanizing tires 
vary from 50 cents to $1. It may be in- 
dicative of progress, but it costs more for 
service inthe larger cities than it does | 
in the towns and villages. 

The varying prices of gasoline are 
about as follows: If the price in Chicago 
is 12 cents a gailon it will be about 15 
cents in Kentucky, 18 cents in Tennessee, 
20 cents in Georgia, and 22 cents in Filor- 
ida. There is nothing positive in these 
figures, but they seem to be about the 
average. Oi] remains almost stationary 
at 80 cents for the gallon. 

It is possible to replenish fuel tanks 
all along the route of the Dixie highway.

The cost of a tour from Chicago to 
Miami, a distance of about 1,600 miles, is 
almost infinitesimal. One of the four 
cylinder care in the motorcade of the 
Dixie highway commissioners used 111 
gations of gasoline and one gallon of oil.

Warm clothing is necessary as far south 
as Macon, Ga., especially at this time of 
the year.

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Back to Palestine?

HE world war which has infiuenced thought in every direction, has inten- 
sified the difference of opinion among Jews on a matter that has been 
a subject of controversy for the last eighteen years.. The Jews are 
divided on the question of Zionism or Nationalism. The latter term 
better expresses the kernel of the dispute. Zionism is officially defined 
as a movement “‘to secure a publicly and legally assured home for the 


Jewish people in Palestine.” 

The whole trouble is in the little word “‘the.” The philosophy that 
underlies the Zionistic movement is rejected by modern Judaism and 
ey enjoy equal political rights.

by the majority of the Jews in Western lands, where 


Zionism professes to say that ‘‘the” Jewish people have no home, that a home must be 
created for Jews, that Jews are a nation like Bulgarians, or Serbians, or Greeks, and 


that Jews can only express their individuality and specific culture in a national centre 
which must be created for them. ‘ 

The modern Jew objects to this whole thesis. In the first a he holds that in every 
land, where Jews enjoy political rights, they have a home. ey belong to the nation of 
which they are a part. They share and promote its culture and civilization and are 
ready gladly to lay down their lives for their fatherland, if necessary. Modern Jews 
hope that democratic principles will eventually triumph all over the world and that Jews, 
obta the recognition of their rights as human beings, will become incorporated in the 
body politic of the various nations. They hold that itis the duty of the Jews to contend for 
these rights. Nay, more, that it is the mission of Judaism to give an object lesson to the 
world in showing how citizens of various racial origins can combine and coalesce to 
create modern democratic nations. Furthermore, modern Judaism holds that the Jews 
were never a nation like other nations. Their history and literature prove that with them 
the political organization of nationality was tempo and, at best, a means to an end. 
The Jews were always a religious group. Judaism is a religion and not an expression 


of ,national aspiration. They hold that

tism, as a weak-kneed surrender of the 
claim of the modern Jew, as a loss of 
patience in fighting for Jewish rights and 
claiming them, even in such lands as 
Russia and Roumania. Zionism is 
according to the modern Jew, a child 
the last decades of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury which emphasized racialism and 
nationalism as against the earlier doc- 
trines of individualism, democracy and 
cosmopolitanism. For the modern Jew, 
the ideal is that Israel be recognized as a 
progressive, aggressive, moral, spiritual, 
religious force of international ramifica- 
tions—that Judaism exist in all lands, 
even as Protestantism and Catholicism i 
do. According to the modern Jew, ESE 
Zionism practically grants the conten- 0 
tions of anti-Semitism. 


ORETICALLY and 

Zionism or Nationalism is to be con- 
demned. Theoretically, it is a rejection 
of the aspirations and ideals of the 
modern Jew. It is a misinterpretation of 
the me of Jewish history. The des- 
tiny of the Jew is not to become a petty 
nation again, but to influence the world 
by his religious and ethical ideals in the 

midst of all nations. 
If the Zionists had said that their 
movement was purely utilitarian, that it

Flowers Not for the

N THESE days of suggestive thera- 
peutics physicians will some day forbid 
having cut flowers in the sick room. 
They wither quickly, and as they droop 
from day to day the patient, desperately 
ill, takes from their brief and saga 
beauty a suggestion of the instability 
his own life. The metaphor will inev- 
itably suggest itself to a man who has 
been sick and more readily still to a wom- 
an who is convalescing. ‘The drooping 
flower is like my life. Only a little while 
to live.”’ 
Instead of cut flowers a growing plant 
should be placed beside the patient. The 
suggestion it conveys is the reverse. It 
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symbolizes growth, robustness, future 
strength. : ‘: 
Physical, as well as psychological laws, 
make the substitution of - 0 lants 
for cut flowers desirable. The cut flower 
fills the room with a sickly odor, an odor - 
eloquent of decay, weakness, death. The 
air becomes heavy, its proportion of 
oxygen is diminished. On the other hand, 
the growing plant purifies the air in the 
room by attracting what nitrogen it can, 


which is to plants what oxygen is to 
human bei

suggestion on my part and confidence on her part. | 
eame in the nick of time, and so great was her faith in 


‘me that I was able to inspire faith in herself. It was that 


faith that tipped the scales and brought her through 
the pneumonia. No medicine can cure pneumonia. 
The physicians admit that. There are cases of pneu- 
monia that nothing can cure. We all sadly agree to 
that. But there are times, as in this case, when the 
mind, if worked upon and worked with in just the 
right way, will turn the tide. While there is life, there 
is hope; but hope must be supreme and do the good that 
hope was created to do. 


NOTHER remarkable case. A physician asked 
me to see Mrs. H——. He said there was noth- 
ing organically wrong with her, but she just wouldn't 
eat. Having made up her mind that she epuld not re- 
tain anything on her stomach, she had quit eating, and 
was slowly starving herself to death. I went to see 
her and found, first, that she had no religious belief. 
She had lost her faith in God. I also found that she 
had no confidence in her power to retain food. My 
first effort was to restore her faith in the Almighty and 
to get her to believe that He was with her and would 
give her power. Then I told her that she could eat 
anything. True, her confidence in me was great and 
my statement impressed her. She began to eat from 
that day! She was out of her bed in three days, for 
the first time in weeks. She is a normal woman to- 
day. Whatdidit? The same forces as in the preced- 
ing case: outside suggestion and inward confidence. 
There are times when the mind is sick and it makes 
the body sick. At such times it needs a stronger mind 
to heal it by giving it direction and especially by gi 
it confidence in itself. This is called suggestion. lt is 
transmitting your confidence and power to another and 
with such force as to make the other believe as you 
wish and do as you will. It need not be hypnotism. 
You can get wonderful results with the patient wide 
awake and perfectly rational. — He must believe in you 
and you must know the workings of the human mind 
in order to meet his arguments and questionings com- 
pletely and banish them utterly from his thoughts. 
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Each one of us can be healers of this sort and thus help 
our fellow men. 

It is now the duty of men and women to read some 
of the best books on the force of the mind and learn 
what amazing and glorious things the mind can do to 
keep people well or to restore their health. We see the 
terrible things that wrong thinking does to people, 
even going to such lengths as to make them positively 
insane. hp not high time we found out the good 
things thaf/ right thinking can do, and jts power to 
cure not omy mental disorders but physical diseases 
as well? 

I do not say that the mind can do everything. There 
is no reliable evidence that certain forms of real cancer 
have been cured by thinking or faith or any mental or 
religious process. If you would be cured of cancer you 
must take it at the very beginning and treat it surgi- 
cally. There is no other way, and I would feel myself 
a criminal if I led any reader to neglect the first symp- 
toms of this awful malady by thinking to overcome 
them by mental suggestion. But the mind can do so 
much with so many, many types of human indisposi- 
tion and disease that we ought to rely upon it more 
than we do. 

Napoleon during his campaign in Egypt went 
among his soldiers who were dying by the hundreds 
of the black plague. He touched one of them and 
lifted a second, to inspire the others not to be afraid, 
for the awful disease seemed to be spread as much by 
the imagination as in any other way. Goethe tells us 
that he himself went where there was malignant fever 
and never contracted it because he put forth his will. 
These giants among men knew something we are slow- 
ly beginning to find out—the power of auto-suggestion. 
This means the influence we have upon ourselves by 
believing we cannot catch a disease or be sick. There 
is something about the operation of the automatic 
mind by which it rises above disease germs and bids 
defiance to them when we resolve not to let the 
thought of them frighten us or when we go in and out 
among the sick, even the contagiously sick, without 
thinking anything about it. 


6¢TMAGINATION will kill a cat,” so runs the adage. 

It certainly will killa man. There are authentic 
cases on record of men having actually 
died because they imagined they were cut 
with a knife across the jugular vein when 
in reality a piece of ice was used and water 
was allowed to drip so that they could hear it 
and imagine their blood was running out. They 
had been blindfolded before the experiment was 
begun. No matter how well you may be when you 
start for work inthe morning, if everybody you meet 
should say to you: “How ill you look,” it will not be 
long before you begin to feel ill, and if that thing 
keeps up all day, you will arrive home at night as 
limp as a rag and ready for a doctor. Such is the fatal 
power of imagination or auto-suggestion. 

The first thing, then, is to remember what pranks 
your Imagination can play upon you and be on your 
guard. Do not allow yourself to think that awful 
things are the matter with you or are going to be the 
matter with you. If youdo, you will suffer. Young 
medical students not infrequently think they 
have every disease they hear discussed or anal- 

zed in the class room. Some of them have 
imaginations so vivid that they actually come 
down with the disease. Yes, an imagined 
disease is perfectly possible and may be just as 
painful as a disease gotten in some other way. 
An imaginary pain is just as painful as any 
other kind of pain. No medicine can cure it. 
It must be removed by imagining it away. 

Dr. Schofield describes the case of a woman 
who had a tumor. They put her on the oper- 
ating table and gave her anesthetics. Lo 
and behold, the tumor immediately. disap- 
peared. No operation was necessary. But 
when she came back to consciousness, the 
tumor returned! The physician then learned

HEN Congress met in December he 
was confronted with a situation 
unique in the history of the Republic.

The avowed aim of this vast gathering 
was the defeat of his bill for the adequate 
defense of the nation.

The lobby which had swarmed into 
Washington, overran its hotels, and 
camped the corridors of the capitol, was 
composed of a class of men and women 
who had never before ventured on such a 
mission. What they lacked in experience 
they made up in aggressive insolence— 
an insolence so cocksure of itself that a 
Congressman rarely ventured from the 
floor of the Chamber if he could avoid it. 

The leaders of the movement were a 

ntly acting under the orders of the 
Rev. A. Cuthbert Pike, President of the 
Peace Union. Vassar was amazed to find 
that this Union was composed of more 
than six hundred chartered socie- 
ties.

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hundred organizations was the shock of 
his political life.

Against this lone organization were ar- 
raved in a single group the five thousand 
delegates from the six hundred peace 
societies. They demanded the defeat of 
any bill to increase our armaments in any 
way,shape or form. Their aim was the 
ultimate complete disarmament of every 
fort and the scrap-heaping of our navy. 

In co-operation with this host of five 
thousand fanatics, stood the Hon. Plato 
Barker with a personal following in the 
membership of Congress as amazing as it 
was dangerous to the future of the Re- 
public. The admirers of the silver- 
tongued orator labored under the convic- 
tion that their leader had been inspired 
by God to guide the destinies of America. 
They believed this with the faith of 
children. For sixteen years they had 
accepted his leadership without question 
and his word was the law of their life. 

Barker was opposed to the launching 
of another ship of war, or the mounting of 
another gun for defense. He was the un- 
compromising champion of moral suasion 
as the solution of all international 
troubles. He believed that an eruption 
of Mt. Vesuvius could be soothed by a 
poultice and cured by an agreement for 
arbitration. He preached this doctrine 
in season and out of season. The more 
seriously out of season the occasion, the 
louder he preached it. 

That he would have a following in Con- 
gress was early developed in the session. 
Barker was not only on the ground daily, 
but his headquarters had been supplied 
with unlimited money for an active prop- 
aganda and his office was thronged by 
delegates from his mass meetings called 
in every state of the Union. 

The Socialists had once more swamped 
the American Labor Unions with their 
missionaries and the Labor Federations 
were arrayed solidly against an increase 
of our-army or navy. 

But by far the most serious group of 
opponents by whom Vassar was con- 
fronted were the United Women Voters 
of America, marshalled under the leader- 
ship of the brilliant young Joan of Arc of 
the Federated Clubs. In the peculiar 
alignment of factions produced by the 
crisis of the world war the women voters 
held the balance of power. They practi- 
cally controlled the Western States while 
the fear of their influence dominated the 
Middle West and seriously shaped public 
opinion in the East. Pennsylvania; New 
Jersey and New York had defeated the 
amendments for Woman’s Suffrage, yet 
the vote polled by their advocates had 
been so large the defeat was practically 
a triumph of their principles. 

A Convention of five hundred dele- 
gates, representatives of the women 
voters, had been called to decide on the 
casting of the votes of their Senators and 
Representatives. That their orders 
would be obeyed was a foregone conclu- 
sion. To refuse meant political suicide. 

The thing which puzzled Vassar be- 
yond measure was the mysterious unify- 
ing power somewhere in the shadows. 
The hand of this unseen master of cere- 
monies had brought these strangely in- 
congruous forces together in a harmony 
so perfect that they spoke and wrote and 
moved as one man. Behind this master 
hand there was a single master mind, tre- 
mendous in grip, baffling, inscrutable, 
always alert, always there. That 
Waldron was this mysterious force he 
suspected from the first. On the day he 
was booked to make the final address in 
closing the debate on his bill, the banker 
boldly appeared in the open as the re- 
sponsible leader of the movement for the 

efeat of National Defense. 

Vassar saw him in conference with 
Virginia Holland and her executive com- 
mittee with a sense of sickening rage. 
They held their little preliminary caucus 
at the door of the House of Representa- 
tives as if to insult him with a notice of 
coming defeat. The young leader knew 
that if there were yet a man in the House 
who could be reached by money, Waldron 


_ would find him. And he knew that there 


were some who had their price. 
The influence of such a man in a free 
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democracy was to Vassar an endless cause 
of grief and wonder. That he despised 
the principles of a democratic govern- 
ment he scarcely took the trouble to con- 
ceal. His pose was for higher ends than 
party gains or even the selfish glory of 
the nation. His mentality was sweeping, 
his vision world-wide. He pleaded al- 
ways for the advancement of humanity. 
His following was numerous and emi- 
nently respectable. Vassar had never 
for one moment believed in Waldron’s 
adherence to the principles of American 
Democracy. That he would form a 
monarchy if given the chance was a cer- 
tainty. One of his hobbies was the crim- 
inal extravagance and inefficiency of our 
state and municipal government as com- 
pared to the Imperial Kingdoms of the 
old world. In season and out of season he 
proclaimed the superiority of centralized 
power over the ignorant slip-shod ways 
of the Republic. 

To accuse Waldron of a conspiracy 
with the crowned heads of the old world 
would be received with scornful in- 
credulity. And yet, there were moments 
in his brooding and thinking when Vassar 
felt that just that fact was the only 
rational solution of the man’s life and 
character. That he, was the personal 
friend of three crowned heads was well 
known. That he was in constant consul- 
tation with the Ambassadors of a dozen 
European ‘nations was also well known. 
The explanation of this fact, however, was 
so sunple and plausible that no suspicion 
of treachery would find credence in Amer- 
ita. His bank had branch establishments 
in London, Paris, Berlin, Petrograd, 
Vienna, Constantinople and Rome. 

And yet, why in God’s name, Vassar 
kept asking himself, should all these 
peace societies and all these labor organ- 
izations and all these women’s clubs move 
heaven and earth in unison to kill this one 
measure of defense, and leave our nation 
at the mercy of any first class European 
power? Their sentimental leanings were 
against arms and armaments-—of course. 
But who set them all to barking at the 
same moment? Who had kept them at 
it in chorus continuously from the first 
throb of the patriotic impulse to put our- 
selves in jadineen to defend our national 
life? Who had held them together in this 
fierce and determined assault on the ca 
itol to arouse and threaten Congress? No 
such movement could be caused by spon- 
taneous combustion. Such an agitation 
against patriotic defense could not ha 
pen by accident. The world war could 
not have caused it. The great war 
should have been the one influence to 
have had precisely the opposite effect.

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So Fashion Belong Pidgin 
English — 


By Carl Crow 


HUNDRED years ago when Yan- 
kee and British ships in the tea 
trade made regular trips to Canton, 

a new and useful language came into exis- 
tence. It was born out of necessity for 
communication between the skippers who 
knew no Chinese and the Cantonese mer- 
chants who knew no English. Each de- 
clined to learn the language of the other 
and so a compromise was effected, the re- 
sult being pidgin English. 

A better name for it would have been 
Chinese-English for it is a hybrid lan- 
guage consisting largely of English words 
with pronunciation modified according to 
the limitations of Chinese phonetics and 
used, without regard to English grammar, 
as they would be used in a Chinese phrase. 
A group of resourceful Cantonese really 
manufactured the language, picking up 
English words and expressing their 
sounds by the use of Chinese characters, 
in this way working up a glossary, or 
word book with which their compatnots 
were able to transact business with the 
barbarians. The exact sound could sel- 
dom be expressed by Chinese characters, 
but the imitation was made as nearly cor- 
rect as possible. The name of the lan- 
guage itself is an example of this. The 
English word business is beyond the possi- 
bility of expression by Chinese characters 
and so was changed to pidgin as its near- 
est equivalent. Pidgin English really 
means business, or commercial English. 


As many of the British traders who 
operated at Canton at that time had 
been in India as the employees of the Hon- 
orable East India Company, they brought 
with them a number of Hindustani words 
which were incorporated into the lan- 
guage. From the nearby Portuguese Col- 
ony of Macao and the Spanish colony of 
the Philippines a number of Portuguese 
and Spanish words came into common 
usage, while a few Chinese words were 
also added to the cosmopolitan tongue. 
The Hindustani godown is the pidgin 
name of a warehouse or any place where 
goods are stored. A ship’s hold in pidgin 
is a ship-godown. The word joss, so fre- 
quently used in pidgin is a corruption of 
e Portuguese Dios. However, in pidgin, 
the word means not only God, but also 
luck, superstition, religion, etc. Some- 
times one hears it in peculiar combina- 
tions, such as joss-pidgin-man, which is, 
literally, God-business-man, or clergy- 
man. Spanish contributed a number of 
words, including sabe, which in pidgin is 
pronounced savvee. “My savvee’”’ is the 
reply of the Chinese servant when he has 


been instructed to do something. ta 
‘All the words in pidgin have much, 


broader meanings than in the language 
from which they were adopted. Pidgin it- 
self means not only business, but all 
kinds of employment and activity. When 
a’ servant wants to tell you that he is 


busy, he says “my have got pidein. Pay . 


may have its original English meaning, 
and it may also mean either compulsion 
or agreement. “‘My pay you go away” 
may mean either “I order you to leave,” 
or “I allow you to leave.”” The tone in 
which it is said furnishes the clue for the 
interpretation. Catchee is a modification 
of the English word catch, meaning 
ownership or acquisition. A man doesn’t 
“get married.” He catches a wife, which 
is not so absurd as it sounds. Nor does 
he tell you that his wife is dead, but ex- 
presses the same thing by saying that his 
wife is finished, which is a diplomatic way 
of putting it for finished may also mean 
that she is divorced. Piecee 1s, of course, 
the word piece, but it is used in pidgin in 
connection with all numerals. One 
would not say in pidgin, “two men,” but 
“two piecee man, that is, “two pieces of 
men.”” The reason for this is found in the 
mysteries of Chinese grammar. The Can- 
tonese, unlike the northern Chinese, finds 
great difficulty in pronouncing the letter 
‘r’ and usually changes it to “1.” So 
“trouble” becomes bobbelly, an excellent 
change if there is anything to the science 
of aptronymics. Maskee is the pidgin for 
the Russian nichevo and means the same 
thing, never mind, what is the use, let it 
be, etc. Chow means to eat and also to 
drink, for a Chinese servant wouldn’t 
know what one meant if he asked for 


drinking water. Chow-water is the name 
approved by pidgin usage. 

he largest pidgin glossary contains 
but a few hundred words and it is sur- 
prising how far these few hundred words 
will go. Its possibilities are shown in the 
following free translation of the’story of 
the Garden of Eden:

Number 
one angel he catchee one piecee big stick, 
he go bottom side, he talkee: ‘You no 
can stop this side, chop chop must go 
other side. Allee time must do pidgin. 
No can play. Suppose play no can chow 
chow.’ Two piecee belong velly solly.” 
Even diplomatic notes might be writ- 
ten in the language and though they 
would lose some of their elegance of ex- 
ion, there would certainly be no loss 
in the meaning, and little possibility of 
evasion. For instance the recent notes to 
Germany in regard to the sinking of the 
Lusitania and the use of submarines in 
naval warfare, might be summarized and 
the situation presented to Germany as 
follows: 

_ “Before time we belong fliends. Long 
time no have got bobbelly.

Her Word is Law 


SSOCIATE JUDGE IDA L. 
A GREGORY, of the famous juve- 
nile court, presided over by Judge 
Ben B. Lindsey in Denver, has been a 
conspicuous figure in juvenile work for a 
decade. First through her connection 
with the night school for boys, and later 
for the part she played in bringing the 
juvenile court to its present standard of 
excellency, as probation officer, clerk and 
more recently as associate judge. 

In 1903 Mra. geese 
Gregory entered the 
juvenile court ser- 
vice, the very day 
the law, which cre- 
ated it, went into 
effect. Since then 
more than thirty 
thousand children 
have passed 
through her hands. 

She has the dis- 
tinction of being 
the first women in 
United States to re- 
ceive an appoint- 
ment of associate 
judgeship receiv- 
ing as she did the 
appointment about 
seven years ago. As 
Judge Lindsey has said: ‘“‘Why shouldn't 
we have women as assistants in juvenile 
work?” 

All cases involving young girls are 
heard privately by Judge Lindsey and 
Mrs. Gregory, with parents present if 
possible. And they do not hesitate to 
mete out punishment to the parents if, 
in their opinion, they are culpable. When 
Judge Lindsey is away—and that is quite 
often—Mrs. Gregory takes full charge of 
the court, carrying on the work equally 
as well. And those who know say it is 
remarkable the work she does. 

She also has been president of the 
Poets’ and Authors’ Club of Colorado 
and of the Colorado Art Club as well. 
One day while the art students were giv- 
ing an exhibit, a poor boy gazed long- 
ingly in at the window. For lack of the 
small admission charge, he jammed his 
cap over his eyes and started whistling 
down the street. From the inside a lady 
saw him and hastened out to invite 


in.

A good formula for night treatment is 
this, using some other word than drink 
for the thing you especially want to give 
up: “I must not drink anymore. I n 
not drink anymore. I will not drink any- 
more. God will help me not to drink 
anymore.” Say this over a number of 
times and always believingly. As is our 
belief or faith, other things being equal, 
so will reward be! The Supreme 
Healer of Nazareth did his best work 
when the sufferer had faith and perfect 
faith. It is also well to repeat this for- 
mula on rising and thus com and 
guide the conscious mind in ny 
with the subconscious mind. 

Most stammerers are tongue-tied be- 
cause they haven't confidence in their 
power to speak without stammering and 
not because there is really anything 
wrong with their tongues or vocal organs. 
They have had a hitch in their thoughts at 
some time and it has caused them to lose 
confidence at that time and they have 
never completely gotten over it. The 
wt for the afflicted todo is to say to him- 
self: “I can talk just as well as anybody 
else,” and then go ahead. He will soon 
talk by talking. Let him also say: “I 
will not be afraid of anybody. Why 
should I? Are we not all equal in.the 
sight of God? He intended me to speak 
like other human beings and I will. If I 
can speak some of the time without stam- 
mering, I can all of the time.’” My stam- 
mering friend, can you sing without 
stammering? If so, you can talk without 
stammering. I say this because if you 
can sing, it proves that there is nothing 
wrong with your tongue or vocal organs. 


ARE you a drinker? If so,the habit has 
fastened itself upon you because you 
think you cannot help it, especially when 
the appetite begins to make your mouth 
water, or when the sight of a saloon or a 
glass of liquor causes you to think of tak- 
ing a drink. But the fact remains that 
no hunian being must ever do anything 
that is against his true interest. There is 
no more reason why you must drink be- 
cause you have been a drinker than I 
should drink or that man over there 
should drink. There is positively noth- 
ing compulsory about any artificial habit. 
I have a man in mind who was appar- 
ently a confirmed and hopeless drunkard ; 
so much so that he lost his business, his 
wife left him and the city put him in the 
inebriate ward of the insane asylum. This 
man, to my knowledge, gave up drink in- 
stantly and he hasn't touched a drop in 
three years. His wife has come back to 
him, his business has been resumed and 
he is living a sober, happy and pros- 
perous life. 

How did he do it? In the simplest of 
ways, apparently. In his drinking days, 
he found that whenever he passed a saloon 
a voice within him would say: “Takea 
drink, take a drink.’”’ He used his will 
and passed the saloon, but when he 
reached the next one, the same voice 
would say the same thing. Sometimes he 
would go by and, reaching the third, 
would succumb. One drink was enough 
to get him going and he was soon intox- 
icated. To cure himself I told him every 
time the inner voice said “Take a drink,” 
to reply: “I don’t have to.” Foolish as 
it may seem to some, this remedy broke 
the habit and saved him. He used the 
law of counter-suggestion, which means 
overcoming a thought or suggestion 
its opposite. It ought to be said that this 
particular man had made a study of this 
whole subject of mind power, as ev 
weak man ought to do, and this know 
edge helped him mightily in helping him- 
self. First, convince yourself that you 
are not a slave to your habit. Second, 
assure yourself that your God wants you 
to be sober and will help you. Third, 
counter every solicitation to drink just 
as soon as it is made. Fourth, treat your 
automatic mind before going to sleep by 
telling it you are through with drink and 
all desire we ety honestly want 
to stop, t things stop you. 

It will seem to some reader that what I 
am now going to say is absolute nonsense 
and utterly impossible; but I will say it, 
nevertheless, because it is true. It is this: 
We can so train our minds that we will 
not feel any pain if we do not want to feel 
it. We can steel ourselves against it or 
forget it or get so mentally used to it that 
it will not hurt us any more. I could cite 


instance after instance in proof of this 
from various authorities. 

But let me give a letter received from 
one of the readers of the National Sunday 
Magazine in substantiation of what I put 
forth in my previous article entitled: Call 
in the Mind Doctor. This man used the 
law of switching to get the results he did, 
which means putting your thought on 
something else than pain when you do not
